Before. this fire there preceded an earthquake, 
whick continued morethag cight dayes, perceived 
inall thoſe ſcas and Iflands,and with a greater noiſe 
in that of Saint Adzchaed ; Oo that the inhabitants rer- 
rified, confounded and aſtoniſhed, Ieſt they ſhould 
periſh amidſt the ruines of the buildings, fAlcdinto 
the fields, where they remained for ſome days,con- 
felling, fafting , and making procefiions of bloud, 
and other acts of penance as thoſe who feared to 
to die, citherdrowned with the Iſlands themſclyes, 
orconſumed and burned with another cquall fire. 

Our Lord God was pleaſed that the wind ſhould 
be from the land, for had it beene from ſea, it had 
burned all the townes of the neighbouring Iſlands, 
and would have occaſioned another cineration like 
chat which hapned inthoſe parts in the year 1630.
